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Over the hot popcorn signs hung gorgeous 
Oriental rugs. On the leather-covered office 
chair sat an Oriental monarch, his robes. and 
turban shining with barbaric splendor. About 
him were grouped black slaves and gray war- 
riors, the first waving fans of peacock feath- 
ers, the second wearing clanking swords and 
brilliant uniforins. At the side of the Indian 
King sat the Director-General of the Exposi- 
tion. One was gaudy in green and yellow and 
blue. The other was somber in black. 

Old soldiers from halt a dozen nations 


lifted their plumed vhapeaus and bent over 


the hand of the brown, boyish Rajah. Maj. 
Randall and Capt. Miles; with the scars of In- 
diaa * battles on their faces, stood side 
by side with such beautiful blonde 
warriors as Col. Charles Page Bryan 
of the staff of hie, r the Governor. 

Before them tremped troops from the great 
armies of the world. For them half a dozen 
blaring bands played triumphal music. 

Then from one high window of the Ad- 
ministration Building a torpedo in white and 
crimson threw a shower of physic force!“ 
into the faces of the 50,000 people who had 
gathered. From the other the Rajah looked 
down on the crowd, and Col. Massey, represen- 
tative of English supremacy, drank a brim- 
ming glass of wine, in the name of the Indian 
monarch, to the health of the multitude 
which knows no king. 

For the first time, perhaps, in history an 
Oriental King rode in state on a royal barge 
driven by electricity. Out of the Far East, 
in regal fashion, the King of Kings passed 
through the city which marks the flower of 
Occidental civilization. 

It was as picturesque as music, riotous 
color, cheering crowds, and the glemour of 
royalty could maké it. When it wasjover Citi- 
zen Train proclaimed to his subjects that he 
had come to save the World’s ee and, 
„hang me, if I haven't done it.“ 


Gorgeous Costume of the King. 


Before 4 o’clock his Highness the Raja i 
Rajagan of Kaparthala and his suite left their 
apartments on Fifty-sixth street and were 
driven to the Exposition grounds. At the 
head of the lagoon, before the Art Building, a 
group of officers in gaudy uniforms were 
waiting. . 
barge, covered with Indian 
and tapestry. Two electric launches ‘had 
been fastened side by side and over 
them a platform built, in the center of which 
on a gorgeous throne sat the dusky King of 
Kings. On his head was a huge turban of a 
soft lavender color, gold and white stripes 
showing among its folds. His robe, hanging 
loosety to his knees, was of saffron yellow silk, 
picked out with spots of gold. His legs were 


incased in tight white trousers, and red lacings | 


showed above the tops of his slippers. With 
him on the barge were his Minister of Fi- 
nance, arrayed like himself, save that the tur- 
ban of the latter was of white and gold and 
his robe of green, shot with golden threads; 
his Adjutant, tall and venerable, with white 
Burnside whiskers and a splendid uniform of 
white, with lacings of black and gold; three 
nobles of the Rajah’s suite; Col. Massey, rep- 
resenting the lish Government; and 
Dr. Bertollette, in full naval uniform, repre- 
senting Director-General Davis. On the sec- 
ond barge were the other members of the 
Rajah’s staff and seeeral army and navy 
officers, all in the glory of gold lace and shin- 
ing side arms. 

Two brown Indian servants in bright crim- 
son uniforms, embroidered in gold, held a 
gay yellow canopy over the royal head and 
another fanned the royal brow with a brush 
of peacock feathers. From the Art Palace 
south along the wide lagoons the people lined 
the banks, pushing forward to the water’s 
edge and cheering as the procession advanced. 
But early they centered in the Court of 
Honor, and when the barges passed the 
bridge between Electricity and Manufact- 
ures Buildings 50,000 people were grouped 
about Administration Building. Half an hour 
before Columbian Guards had stretched ropes 
about the north band-stand and hemmed in a 
great oval space for the passage of the troops. 
It was walled with people. Other walls shut 
in a narrow lane leading from the oval to the 
broad steps at the north of the McMonnies 
fountain. All the windows and balconies of 
Administration Building were gay with the 
bright gowns of women. 

Citizen Train Appears. 

For an hour the crowd waited with charac- 
teristic patience. A couple of sprinkling- 
carts drove about the inclosed oval throwing 
spray over the people who pressed upon the 
ropes. From the east came a feeble cheer, 
and Citizen Train, in his usual costume of 
white duck with crimson belt and fez, forced 
his way through the throng. He was generally 
recognized and a roar of laughter and applause 
followed in his wake. He disappeared into 
Administration Building, but blossomed a 
minute later on the wide ledge of one of the 
pavilions overlooking the crowd. 

Suddenly at 4:30 o’clock there came a rush 
of people from the north, Then the gorgeous 
trappings of the royal barge showed as it 
slipped under the white bridge and drew up 
alongside the McMonnies fountain. On either 
side jets from the electric fountains were 
spouting high into the air. At the same mo- 
ment a company of Columbian Guards, their 


OE — and shabby by 
contrast, marched through the wide eastern 
doors of Administration Building. Next be- 
hind them walked Director-General Davis and 
Director of Works Burnham, their silk 
hats shining in the sun. The Marquis

of Turkey and Imperial Commissioner P. de 
Gloukhovskoy, representative of the Czar of 
all the Russias, tramped three abreast in the 
next line, each of them in the splendid uni- 
form of his rank. A group of naval and army

Davis Shakes the Royal Hand. 


There were cheers as the marching line met 
the royal barge on the great white steps. 
Director-General Davis lifted his silk hat and 
shook the hand of the Rajah. Then he pre- 
sented in turn Director of Works Burnham, 
the foreign Commissioners, and the officers 
behind him. Arm in arm with the Rajah 
Director-General Davis led the way up to- 
wards the band-stand, transformed for the 
afternoon into a reviewing platform and hung 
with Oriental tapestries and, Indian rugs. 
Dark red and brown and yellow, woven incu 
ous arabesque designs, the trappings of 
stand shone against the dull white bac 
ground. 

Before the Rajah and the Director-General 
ran a native servant, carrying the golden drag- 
on, symbol of royalty. The servant’s robes 
were of deep green velvet, embroidered with 
silver. At the foot of the stairway leading to 
the throne he halted until the distinguished 
group behind had climbed upward. Then he 
followed, hugging the brazen serpent to his 
breast. 

The Rajah drew his yellow robe about him 
and sat down in the big leather-covered chair. 
Col. Massey handed up two rough wooden 
stools and Director-General Davis and Direc- 
tor of Works Burnham took seats at either 
hand. Again and again the Rajah stood up 
and touched his turban to the cheering crowds. 
He was smiling, his White teeth showing 
against his jet black beard and dark skin. 

Commissioner Grinlinton of Ceylon, his 
patriarchal white beard hanging an his breast, 
forced his way through the ropes and climbed 
up to the platform. There were cheers and 
impatient applause about the long oval. 

Military Procession Begins. 


Suddenly from the south of Administration 
Building came the sound of a shrill march. 
Col. Edmund Rice and staff, finely mounted, 
came prancing down the line, their swords at 
present as they passed the stand. After them 
followed the Iowa State Band, a detachment 
of regulars fromthe Third United States In- 
fantry Regiment, and a squad of marines 
from the revenue cutter in the harbor, the 
scarlet coats of the officers making bright bits 
of color. 

Italian sailors and marines, black and 
swarthy, their clumsy cutlasses clanking as 
they walked, headed the second division. Two 
companies of State troops from Louisiana 
and the men from the English Military 
Tournament followed. Last of all tramped a 
squad of gray-coated guides and several com- 
panies of Columbian Guards. 

As the last of the line wheeled into the ave- 
nue between Electricity and Mines and Min- 
ing Buildings the people crushed forward 
about the reviewing stand. The Director- 
General, the Rajah on his arm, was the first 
to leave. He walked slowly over to Ad- 
ministration Building, the gorgeous Indian 
nobles and almost equally brilliant officers 
following. In the private office of the Di- 
rector-General an informal reception was 
held. 

The Rajah Speaks. 

Gen. Davis pledged the health of his 
Highness in a glass of champagne, and the 
Rajah, speaking excellent ae, replied ag 
follows: 

Mr. Director-General: I am very grateful to 
you for the kind words you have used in propos- 
ing my health, and to you, ladies and gentlemen, 
for the warm manner in which you have greeted 
me this afternoon. It has been for years past my 
ambition to visit America and judge for myself 
of the marvels related of your great country; 
and having now ~»personally seen what 
you are capable of doing I am no longer 
surprised that you should stand at the head of 
the list of civilized nations. This World’s Fair 
is indeed an enterprise to be proud of. Your 
beautiful buildings, your magnificent exhibits, 
and, above all, your artistic tastes, are a reve- 
lation to the visitors from distant lands. We 
shall proclaim in our homes that in grace and 
refinement America holds the palm, as she 
long since has, by the energy of her vigorous 
children, in manufactures and in the devel- 
opment of her magnificent natural resources. I 
trust my visit to your country may prove a bless- 
ing to my own people, whom I shall gladly inter- 
est in ideas of progress such as I have become 
imbued with from contact with many of your 
able citizens. AndI feel sure that in doing this 
I shall best repay to the people of America the 
debt of gratitude lowe them for many acts of 
kindness and much hospitality received during 
my short stay among you. I wish you all every 
success and continued prosperity, and I trust I 
may in the near future have an opportunity of 
revisiting the many good friendsI am about to 
separate from.

CHAIR-PUSHER STRIKERS WEAKEN, 


The Boys Find Therhselves Groggy After the 

First Meeting with Employers. 

Three hundred of the roller-chair boys at 
the Fair went on a strike yesterday morning 
because they wouldn’t consent to a reduction 
in their wages from $1 to 75 cents a day. 
Besides $1 a day, 10 per cent of the gross 
receipts taken in by each chair, free lodg- 
ing, and all thé tips they could gather were 
inducements offered to the boys when they 
began chariot work. Between 900 and 
1,000 young men were employed at first. 
They got uniforms and posted themselves on 
everything in the Exposition, so as to be able 
to intelligently answer the queries of visi- 


tors. 

Up to July 1 business was fairly good. Then 
the demand for chairs dropped off so much 
that the force of pushers was reduced to 400, 
and these were limited to four days’ work a 
week. Business growing duller the company, 
feeling it could not pay the Expdbition the 
agreed 25 per cent, proposed to reduce the 
schedule to 50 cents an hour with pusher, 
and 25 cents for the use of a chair without an 
attendant, and requested the Council of Ad- 
ministration to lower the Fair’s portion to 10 
per cent. The council declined to grant the 


‘request or permit the reduction in charge for 


service, The company says the matter then 
came down to discharging more of the pushers 
or taking 25 cents a day off their pay. The 
latter caused the strike. 

A committee waited on Manager Adams 
and Treasurer Cobb to find out what they pro- 
posed todo. The committee was told that all 

wanted could be hired to take the 
places of those who desired to quit. Many of 
the boys laid off are still in town and, it is 
said, are only too anxious to be taken back. 

“While the 75 cents a day looks 
like small wages, said Manager 
Adams, times are hard and we are losing 
money every day. Without the 10 per cent 
commission and the tips and the free lodging 
75 cents would not enable the boys to live re- 
spectably, but they can and do average from 
$1.25 to $1.50 and as high as $2 a day.” 

When the committee returned to the strik- 
ers and reported there was a perceptible weak- 
ening of the standouts. They commenced 
hustling to retain their jobs and up to noon 
127 had reported for duty. Manager Adams 
sent out a general order at 1 o’clock to the 
effect that all who wished to come back must 
make the fact known before 6 o’clock, other- 
wise their passes would be taken up and they 
might consider themselves at liberty from 
any obligation to the company. 

Committees were appointed at a meeting 
last night to dissuade any more of the pushers 
from going to work. Attorney A. T. Sullivan 
told the boys they could recover $1 a day for 
the rest of the season. The company extended 
the time for returning to work to 9 a. m. to- 
day. The pushers say they will win. 


FORESTERS MEET AT THE FAIR. 


A Parade Down the Plaisance Followed 
by Exercises in Festival Hall. 


Back to memories of Robin Hood and his 
merry men went 1,500 sturdy Foresters yes- 
terday. They were members of the Ancient 
Order of America, and they celebrated at the 
Exposition the fourth anniversary of their se- 
cession from the High Court of England.

CANADA TO BE THE MAIN LOSER. 


How the Award Is Viewed at the Capital 


2 Protection for Seals. 


Wasnincron, D. C., Aug. 15.—[Special. ]— 
Great Britain gets the principle of law, the 
United States gets future protection for the 
seals, and Canada gets some damages for past 
seizures. That is the sum and substance of 
the Bering Sea arbitration just concluded at 
Paris. In the end Canada will be the main 


loser. 

On its face the decision seems to be a 
sweeping one against the United States, for 
all flve points are decided against this country. 
Not much stress was laid in the arbitration 
arguments on the inherited claims of the 
United States from Russia. It was felt that 
in an international court those points would 

robably bedecided against the United States. 
On the fifth point, however, which involved 
the right of the United States to the protec- 
tion of or property in the seal fishing indus- 
tries in the Bering Sea when found outside 
the three mile limit, great ho were " 
ed. It was true that when Mr. Blaine put 
forward this doctrine of property rights in 
the seal it was not an established principle of 
international law.

The objection is made that as the de- 
cision relates simply to concurrent action be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain it 
will not prevent seal —.— under the flag 
of other countries. conclusive, answer to 
this objection is that in the face of the decision 
of the Court of Arbitration the whole world 
will respect concurrent regulation made by 
these two countries. To preserve the seals 
seems to have been a guiding purpose of the 
arbitration. 

In administration circles a disposition has 
been shown to wash its hands of any e ee 
ibility for the outcome. This is poor politics 
and worse patriotism. It has been said for 
months past that Mr. Cleveland and his ad- 
visers really . N nothing at all out of the 
arbitration. hile they were prepared for 
the defeat of the United States, stringent 
regulations which the arbitrators recommend 
were, therefore, probably a surprise. The 
seal poaching began during Mr. Cleveland's 
first administration. It was not taken hold 
of vigorously. Secrétary Bayard negotiated 
while the seals were being exterminated. Mr. 
Cleveland had a full four years in which to 
settle the question. Instead, he left it in a 
state of chaos, as a legacy to Gen. Harrison's 
administration. The latter took it up with 
his wonted vigor, and under the positions laid 
down for the guidance of his administration, 
there was less destruction by the 
poachers than during the previous years 
Great Britain, at one time would have agreed 
to regulations less sweeping than those laid 
down by the arbitrators in Paris, but Can- 
ada’s protest kept the question unsettled.

No Permanent Strength in Precious Metals. 


No nation, no State ever got permanent 
strength or prosperity from its wealth of the 
precious metals. There always has been and 
there always will be an element of chance, not: 
to say gambling, in that product. Spain 
and Mexi and Peru tell their own 
story. true prosperity of California 
began when the great profits of her 
yield of pola ceased and other industries ap- 
peared. I was specially gratified by the note of 
courage in an utterance attribu to the senior 
Senator from Colorado, in which he told his peo- 
ple not to be down-hearted—they could be a pow- 
erful State without silver. I am not sure that 
it would not have been better, both for Nevada 
and for the country, if there were not a mine 
within her borders. I believe that the idle silver 
miners of Colorado will find some other 2 
ment than shedding blood and some better lead 
er than their present Governor. 

The purchase of silver under the act of 1890, in 
my judgment, is a wasteful and extravagant ex- 
penditure of the public money. It never could 
have been excused but as an escape from the fiat 
money of the Bland bill and from the t of 
an absolute free coina of silver. But 
we could have maintain our national credit 
and the integrity of our national currency in 
agit of it, without disaster or panic, but for the 
advent of President Cleveland to power.

Illinois’ Noted Congressman Falls to At- 
tend thé Anti-Silver Conclave,

The statute vides only 
for the registration of trademarks owned by 
persons, firms, or corporations; a State of the 
American Union is neither a person, a flrm, nor a 
corporation, and it is doubtful if the statement 
that it is *‘ possessed ofthe full rights of a cor- 
poration,” though to a certain extent true, 
makes it a corporation ig the sense contemplated 
by the act of March 3, 1881; consequently the 
right of applicant to register a tra emark can- 
not be admitted. 

From the examiner the application was at 
once appealed to the Commissioner of Patents, 
and several arguments bave been made. An 
old decision of Chief-Justice Marshall, to the 
effect that the Government of the United 
States is a corporation, was quoted, and it is 
claimed that a State may own a trademark 
as well as an individual. e Commissioner’s 
decision will havean important bearing on 
the question whether a State is to be con- 
sidered a corporation which can carry on mer- 
cantile business. 

Cuartxeston, S. C., Aug. 15.—[Special.]— 
It looks as if the iron hand of Gov. Tillman 
were going to carry the dispensary law toa 
success. ‘lhe greatest opposition to the law 
was in this city, and this has apparently en- 
tirely disappeared; and before the Ist of Sep- 
tember there will probably be ten State rum 
milis in full blast.

BURNING OF ELEVATOR AND CONTENTS. 


Fire Destroys Nearly a Million Dollars’ 
Werth of Property at Buffalo.

THE BERING SEA DECISION, FINALLY. 
The United States has ndt secured all it 
asked for from the Bering Sea arbitrators, 
but it has secured much more than Lord 
Salisbury was willing to concede to Secretary © 
Blaine, which is worth something. 

The tribunal of arbitration has finished the 
work, and though the full text of its decision 
has not at this writing been received, the 
synopsis of it cabled from Paris makes it 
clear in a general way what has and has not 
been conceded of the claims set forth by the 


Dnited States. 


It is stated that the five points in article 6 
of the treaty of arbitration have not been con- 
ceded by the arbitrators. If this be correct, 
then they have decided (1) that prior to the 
cession of Alaska to the United States Russia 
did not have exclusive jurisdiction in Bermg 
Sea and the seal fisheries; (2) that Great 
Britain therefore could not have conceded 
any such right to Russia; (3) that Bering Sea 
was not included in the phrase ‘ Pacific 
Ocean used in the treaty of 1825 between 
Great Britain and Russia; (4) consequently 
that no exclusive rights of jurisdiction over 
Bering Sea and the seal fisheries passed to the 
United States with Alaska under the treaty of 
1867; and (5) that the United States has 
no right in itself of protection of property in 
the fur seals frequenting the islands of the 
United States in Bering Sea when such seals 
are found outside the three-mile limit. In 
other words, the arbitrators find that the 
United States does not possess exclusive juris- 
diction or property in the seals. 
While the tribunal fails to concede these im- 
portant points which Mr. Blaine set forth so 
ably it nevertheless concedes the claim of the 


> United States that the seals must be protected 


outside the three-mile limit and that this pro- 
tection shall be had by international agree- 
ment, which was one of the principal conten- 
tions made by the United States for. protection 
of seal herds from extermination by Canadian 
poachers. This contention has been won. 
Under the decision of the tribunal 
a close season is established in the North Pa- 
cific Ocean and in Bering Sea, to begin May 1 
and end July 24. It is during this period that 
the seal flock to the islands from their far-off 
ocean winter quarters to give birth to their 
young, and that the greatest havoc has been 
committed by the murderous Canadian poach- 
ers, who slaughter females and young indis- 
criminately and thus devastate the rookeries. 
The decision also establishes a protected zone 
of sixty miles around the seal islands. It 
allows pelagic sealing outside this zone in 
Bering Sea from Aug. 1 to May 1, but with 
this most important proviso—namely: that 
the use of firearms in sealing is prohibited. 
The murderous poachers must find some 
other way of catching their seals than by shoot- 
ing them—a practice which hitherto has re- 
sulted in wounding or killing scores of seals 
and losing them to every one which is se- 
cured andin destroying thousands of female 
seals with young on their way to the 
rookeries. Under this decision, therefore, 
the United States will have the right to pro- 
tect the seals around the islands, and they will 
be safe on their way there. 

One point at least has been clearly estab- 
lished. While we may have been beaten on 
the legal grounds, this decree gives the right 
of protecting the seals from promiscuous 
slaughter in the suckling season and of pre- 
serving the herds. If this decree of the tri- 
bunal of arbitration had been agreed to by En- 
gland ten years ago there would have been no 
quarrel and no need of an arbitration. If 
England never had allowed the Canadian 
poachers to invade the sealing grounds be- 
yond the limits as set forth by the arbitrators; 
if it had stopped pelagie sealing and had been 
willing to agree upon a close season from 
May to August there would have been no dis- 
pute and no setting forth of the five claims 
contained in article 6 of the treaty. But 
when the United States protested against the 
murder of the seals and the Canadians claimed 
the right of killing them so long as they were 
not within three miles of the islands, and En- 
gland sanctioned their claim, then the United 
States was compelled to make the points of 
jurisdiction and property. It has been beaten 
on those, but it has established the right of 
saving the seal herds from extermination by 
the Canadian butchers, this to be done by in- 
ternational agreement, | 


INCREASE THE CIRCULATION. 
Senator Voorhees, Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Finance, has introduced the 
following bill to provide for an increased 
issue of circulating notes of national banks: 


That upon any deposit already or hereafter 
made of any United States bonds bearing inter- 
est in the manner required by law, any national 
banking association which has made or shall 
hereafter make the same, shall be entitled to re- 
ceive from the Contgo ofthe Currency circu- 
lating notes of different denominations in blank, 
registered and countersigned, as provided by law, 
not exceeeding in the whole amount in circula- 
ting notes thus issued the par value of the bonds 
deposited; provided, that at no time shall the to- 
tal amount of such notes issued to any such as- 
sociation exceed the amount at such time actual- 


ly paid in as its capital stock. 


A Washington dispatch last evening says in 
regard to the bill: 

The Senate Committee on Finance by a practi- 
eally unanimous vote this morning decided to 
report favorably the bill introduced yesterday by 
Senator Voorhees providing for the issuing of

This bill is indorsed by Secretary Carlisle, 
and of course that fact means approval by 
President Cleveland. The enactment of such 
a law would add at once about nineteen mill- 
ions to the amount of national bank currency 
now authorized. But it would do far more 
than that. It would induce the banks to pur- 
chase from the present holders 50 to 100 
millions of bonds and issue thereon 50 to 100 
miilions of new national bank notes, that be- 
ing rendered desirable by the fact that the 
banks could then issue and loan to customers 
money to the full face value of the bonds de- 


- posited, instead of only 90 per cent as now.

the returning confidence due to their more 
liberal dealing with borrowers and depositors. 

There need be no doubt as to the absolute 
security of the notes issued agaist these 
bonds unless the country should drop toa de- 
preciated single silver busis and expatriate 
gold. That will not be done except on de- 
mand of the people, in which case all must 
fall together. Always since the first issue the 
bonds now at command of buyers have sold 
at a premium, and there is no reason to ex- 
pect it will be otherwise. So the. government 
is able to obtain by the sale of deposited bonds 
more than enough to redeem at par the circu- 
lation of such national banks as fail to redeem 
directly, and there is no necessity for anxiety 
on that point in case the bill do pass. 

The measure is one of three needed to re- 
store prosperity tothe country. The other 
two are the repeal of the purchasing clause 
in the Sherman act and the strengthening of 
the Treasury reserve by the purchase of gold 
with bonds, which, in turn, could be used for 
the basis of a further addition to the note 
circulation. The Senate would do well tocon- 
sider and pass the Voorhees bill at once, while 
it is waiting for the Lower House to act on 
the silver question. Its members are doing 
little else than killing time. in talking about 
silver previous to that now that the codrdi- 
nate branch has taken time by the forelock, 
and anyway is more likely arrive at a 
speedy agreement than could be reached by 
themselves. 885 


THE SILVER DEBATE IN CONGRESS. 

The first thing which must attract the at- 
tention of a reader of the Congressional de- 
bates, especially those of day before yester- 
day, must be that the free silverites are be- 
ginning to recognize the inexorable fuct that 
their fondled 106 to 1 ratio must go. The ab- 
surdity of calling themselves bimetallists 
while demanding free coinage of 371- 
grain dollars worth only 58 cents intrinsical- 
ly begins to dawn even upon their bigoted 
minds. They see that while the public ean 
swallow a great deal it declines to gulp down 
58-cent dollars as equal or equivalent to gold 
dollars. 

One of the most encouraging symptoms of 
the change for the better is that Senator Gor- 
don of Georgia offered a resolution calling 
for the use of gold and silver— 

On a ratio or plan that shall secure their parity 
or exchangeability with each other; and instruct- 
ing the Finance committee to report at the earli- 
est day practicable a bill or bills repealing the 
purchasing clauses of the Sherman act; provid- 
ing for the use of both gold and silver as the 
standard money of the country and for the coin- 
age of both gold and silver without discrimina- 
tion against either metal. 

The Senator is an able man, representing 
the leading Southern State. He has been for 
** free silver,“ 371-grain dollars, but he is so 
no longer. He is for the Democratic plat- 
form, the language of which he quotes in sub- 
stance. He wants the gold and silver dollars 
to be exchangeable in value. They cannot be 
under free silver coinage on the 16 to 1 ratio. 
He wishes no discrimination made against 
gold. There will be the worst kind of dis- 
crimination with free coinage, for gold will 
be driven out of the country, as it will never 
circulatein competition with inferior, cheap 
money. It is apparent then that he is against 
free coinage of 58-cent silver dollars. 

Senator Vest was a poorer soldier during 
the war than Senator Gordon. He is less of a 
statesman now. Vest demands free coin- 
age at a ratio of 20 to 1, which, being an un- 
true ratio, overvaluing silver 20 cents on the 
dollar, would play havoc if adopted. But 
even the lightweight statesman from Missouri 
has made some progress. He no longer “ de- 
mands the ratio of.16 to 1. He has ceased 
saying that it was proclaimed by the Declara- 
tion of Independence and ratified by the Con- 
stitution. 
20 to 1, as during the war he fell back from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta. As he fell back from 
Atlanta to Savannah so will he fall back to 
24 to 1, and finally he will surrender uncon- 
ditionally and take the oath of allegiance to 
the Windom plan if he wants bimetallism. 

In the House Representative Warner, a 
New York Democrat, said he would vote first 
for the repeal of the Sherman law, and then 
for the coinage of gold and silver on a parity, 
but “these coins must be of the same 
intrinsic value.“ That is what the Democrat- 
ic platform says, and Warner will not bolt it, 
especially when the business-men of New 
York City, the members of the Chamber of 
Commerce, men who are not bankers and 
who do not lend to banks but borrow from 
them, are insisting that he must give them 
honest money and not allow them to be 
ruined byadrop to a monometallic silver 
standard of dollars worth 58 per cent of 
gold money. 

Representative Layton (Dem.) of Ohio said 
that bo should vote for the repeal of the 
Sherman law without conditions—that is the 
“kind of repeal the Democratic platform 
calls for—confident that at a future time his 
party would legislate further and, give the 
people some suitable money worth a dollar 
“all the world round.“ He wants no light- 
weight silver dollars which would be worth 
little more than halfa dollar at home or 
abroad. 

Representative Patterson, a Tennessee Dem- 
ocrat, is converted from cheap free silver. 
He did not hesitate to confess that he had 
come over from heresy to truth. He was 
originally a worshiper of the 16 to 1 cheap 
dollar fetich. When he found that his fetich 
was only a 50 per cent god he did not, like 
some of his party associates, begin worship- 
ing a 70 or an 80 per cent dollar god. He 
reached the logical conclusion that there is 
but one true dollar and that is the 100-cent 
dollar, Said he:

It will be seen that the predominating tone 
of the debates is a healthy one. Many of the 
Democratic Congressmen have been studying 
the currency question, and especially the lim- 
ited power of the legal tender flat to add a 
gold value to unlimited issues of light-weight 
silver coins. They begin to perceive that 
mere fiat will not make 371 grains of silver a 
substitute for a gold dollar’s worth of silver 
or 650 grains. They are getting to see that 
nothing will be gained but a great deal will 
be lost by skimping the silver dollar—clip- 
ping from 40 to 50 per cent off of it, 


THEY GIVE UP THEIR FETICH. 

When the silverites allow their “ holy of 
holies to be desecrated, when they abandon 
their sacred fetich, when they say they are 
willing to disregard what they have been pro- 
claiming was the divine commandment that 
16 ounces of silver shall be equal to 1 of 
gold, they surrender everything. Their creed 
and their consistency have gone where the 
woodbine twineth,” They admit that the 
„ goldbug was right and that they were 
wrong. When they leave the citadel of 16 to 
1 they throw down their arms and abandon 
the field to their foe. 

When they give up the sacred ratio and furl 
their 16 to 1 standard which used to flaunt so 
proudly over the [ree silver fort they are com- 
pelled to accept the inexorable. logic of the 
situation. When they give up a part they 
give up the whole. Having taken the first 
step—that “ first step which costs ’’—they can- 
not stop short of the commercial ratio anda 
dollar’s worth of silver in the dollar. They 
may talk of dying in the last ditch of an 18 
to 1, a 20 to 1, or evena 24 to 1 ratio, but 
they will not die in any one of them. They 
will fall back to the ratio of the eternal veri- 
ties, the commercial one, and adopt that. 
Having conceded that 16 to 1 is not divinely 
inspired they must fall back, cursing and 
sputtering as they retreat, till they reach the 
commercial ratio. 

Having reaehed that point, in order to pre- 
serve the stability of their certificates and to 
prevent the fluctuations of silver from de- 
stroying its parity with gold, they will find 
that there is only one possible thing for them 
to do if they are bimetallists, and that is to 
adopt the Windom plan as he outlined it. 
Then having attained that degree of common 
sense they will look back with shame and re- 
pentance at the time when they were wander- 
ing around in the wilderness, filling their 
bellies with the east wind and proclaiming 
that there was but o god, silver, and that he 
had but one ratio—to-wit: 16 to 1. 

The fixed delusion of the silverites has be- 
come a movable one. They have made up 
their minds that belief in the ratio of 16 to 1 
is not essential to salvation. They have put 
their fetich on wheels. That accomplished, 
the rest is comparatively easy. The silver 
lunatic is showing signs of returning health. 
The blind begin to see. The battle of the 
standards is drawing to a close. 


GETTING THEIR EYES OPEN. 

The currency debate in Congress shows that 
a good many Democrats are getting their eyes 
open to the folly of. demanding free coinage 
of light-weight silver dollars on the absurd 
supposition that they were thereby advocating 
bimetallism. They are also beginning to ask 
who will be harmed by putting a gold dollar’s 
worth of silver into a silver dollar? 

The Colorado and other Rocky Mountain 
miners have delivered a gold dollar’s worth 
of silver bullion for every silver certificate re- 
ceived by them from the government since 
1878. Therefore they will not be hurt by hav- 
ing free coinage of silver dollars of full weight 
and gold intrinsic value. Why, then, are they 
opposing the repeal of the Sherman law un- 
less the government will agree to give them 
free coinage of 371 grain 58-cent dollars? 
They ought to see that free coinage of such 
dollars would create a coin which would only 
have about half ths purchasing power of a 
gold dollar, and they, selfish and reckless as 
they are, should see that they would not ob- 
tain any better price for their bullion than 
they do now, while wrecking bimetallism, 
driving off gold, and reéstablishing silver 
monometallism. 

Bimetallism and free coinage are an eco- 
nomic impossibility unless a gold dollar’s 
worth of silver is put into the silver dollar; or 
the coin is kept at par by gold redemption; 
oran international agreement. In order to 
prevent the consequences of fluctuations of 
the silver metal which would “ expatriate ”’ 
the gold money, the silver dollar in the ab- 
sence of international agreement must be re- 
deemed in gold when the value of the bullion 
inthe silver dollar falls below par; or a 
Windom plan must be adopted; or, last of 
all, the dollar must be declared à legal tender 
for its commercial value only. 

Silver advocates in Congress are getting to 
see the dilemma and are thinking how to 
work out bimetallism. They should study 
the problem carefully, as the country will not 
permit them to force debased fluctuating 
silver monometallism on it, They must not 
forget that. 


THE CHAIR-PUSHERS’ STRIKE, 

The gospel chair-pushers at the Fair have 
gone out on a strike because of the conces- 
sionnaire’s announcement of a 25 per cent 
reduction in their wages. The pushers hitherto 
have been paid at the rate of $1 per day and 
10 per cent on the receipts. The new scale 
fixes the rate at 75 cents per day, but makes 
no cut in the percentage on the receipts. The 
gospel pushers have chosen a bad time for 
their strike. They are working but four days 
in the week and on an average not more than 


three or four hours per day, and the most of 


them spend their time sitting round the chair 
pavilions waiting for customérs who do not 


come or, if they do, very rarely, Nearlya 
| quarter of the 1,800 chairs are out of use al- 


together. Under such circumstances a strike 
should be the last resort of any sensible man. 

The gospel pushers’ strike in any event is 
of trifling consequence. The real strike has 
been made by the public against the excessive 
charges—excessive ali reason. The 
real remedy for the chair-pushing business is 
to lower the charge from 75 cents per hour to 
50 cents. Then more people will use the | 
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chairs and they will use them for a longer 
time, Now only old or crippled persons use 
them. Seventy-five cents an hour in these 
hard times is far above the value of the serv- 
ice and the sooner the concessionnaire recog- 
nizes that fact the better it will be for his 
business. The Black Diamond this week has 
some sensible remarks on this subject. It

Szyator Vust tried hard yesterday to pump 
up some pathos about the depressed condition 
of the silver miners in the Rocky Mountains. 
He spoke of them with rifle in the one hand 
„and pick in the other blazing the pathway of 
“civilization in the cafions in the Rocky 
„Mountains.“ It has been the belief of the 
country that being unable to make money 
elsewhere they went to the Rocky Mountains 
to make it there, and not to diffuse the bless- 
ings of civilization in the gulches and cafions. 
Some of them secured colossal fortunes. 
Their best customer since 1878 has been 
the Government of the United States. It has 
bought seven or eight hundred millions of 
ounces of their product. It hasdone better by 
them than it has by the cattie-raisers, the wool- 
growers, the gold, copper,or lead miners, or the 
irrigation farmers. It has paid them tho full 
market price for their bullion. For every 
ounce they have sold they have been paid as 
much as any one else in the world would give 
them. Do they think a grateful country 
should have paid them more because they 
went West to dig out money? The 16 to 1 
free silverites among them are asking to be 


paid twice what any one else will give them 


for their bullion, Why are not the “intrepid 
ranchmen and the “hardy shepherds” who 
have blazed the pathway of civilization across 
plaing and through valleys as deserving of 
recognition and double prices as the civilizers 
of the canons and gulches? Let us purge Vest’s 
harangue of its bombast, stage tears, and sim- 
ulated patriotism. It is unnecessary for Sen- 
ator Vest when talking about the currency 
to clutch the eagle’s tail or to perch on the 
summit of the Rocky Mountains. 


Sznator Hu, of New York, Democrat, 
has offered a resolution deelaring it to be the 
sense of the Senate that no legislation other 
than that pertaining to the finances shall be 
considered at the present extraordinary ses- 
sion of Congress. That is all right. The 
country does not want to enter now on a long 
discussion of tariff questions. What the Na-

With them 
the silver coins ate but tokens of value, and 
they are able to redeem those tokens because 
they do not permit an increase to the load. 
If the example of France is so valuable a 
it must 
to us at every turn why not fol- 
low it? Why not cease the coinage of legal 
tender money that is not of legal tender 
value? That is what is proposed to be ac- 
complished by the unconditional repeal of the 
purchasing clause in the Sherman act of July 
14, 1890. It is to stop the coinage of 58 
and 60 cent dollars, and leave those already 
coined to be held up to par by the United 
States just as France is now holding its silver 
5 frane pieces up to par. If, after that, the 
silver extremists have anything to offer look- 
ing to the use of silver on the basis of honest 
money value it will bein order for them to 
speak and be heard. 


Ture has been such an overproduction of 
professional talent in Germany that it is pro- 
posed to take organized measures for retiev- 
ing the strain.

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ALTON WANTS A REDUOTION TO ONE 
FARE FOR ILLINOISANS. 


Rock Island Favors the Proposition and 
Desires the Same Rate Made for Each 
State at the Time of Its Day at the 
World's Fair<If the Western Associa- 
tion Denies the Request a Suit Under 
the Anti-Trust Law to Be Brought 
Manager Holcomb Writes to the Reads. 


The proposition of the Chicago and Alton 
to make rates for Illinois day at the World’s 
Fair, Aug. 24, from all points in the State of 
Illinois to Chicago and return one fare for the 
round trip, except that from points at which 
the one fare rate exceeds $6 no higher rate 
than $6 to be charged, was submitted yester- 
day by Chairman Caldwell to the various 
roads in the Western Passenger Association 
with request to record at once their vote on it. 
Up to last evening Mr. Caldwell had received 
the votes of a number of the roads and in 
most instances, it is said, they are in favor of 
the proposition. Some of them went further 
than Mr. Chariton and recommended that 
equally low rates be made for all similar oc- 
casions from points in other States. Like the 
Alton the Rock Islana desires to be placed on 
record in this matter and gives out for publi- 
cation its reply to Mr. Caldwell which is as 


follows: 

We will be glad, indeed, to vote for this prop- 
osition for Tilinois day, and believe that if this 
action on the part of the lines interested in IIli- 
nois business is unanimous, and the one-fare 
rate be granted, it will bring thousands of people 
to this city. I desire to give you notice, further, 
that when other States in the West through 
which our line runs have their State days, we 
shall ask association lines to make similar rates 
on short limits for those occasions, believing 
that it is no more than just that each State 
should be granted.the same privilege. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul’s reply is simi- 
lar fo that of the Rock Island. The anxiety of 
the Alton, Rock Island, and other roads to be 
placed on record as to their positions in this 
matter is believed to be an indication that one 
or two of the roads in the association 
will vote against the proposition and 
thus defeat it. The other roads will 
then claim that they were anxious 
to make the reduced rates, but were pre- 
vented from doing so by the refusal of other 
roads to vote for the proposition, as a unani- 
mous vote is required under the rules of the 
association to put a reduced rate in effect by 
the association lines. If such should be the 
result suit will ni 
brought against the Western Association 
lines by prominent Illinois men who have the 
celebration on the 24th in charge for viola- 
tion of the anti-trust law. ‘he refusal of the 
roads which have placed themselves on record 
in fuvor of low rates to make the promised 
reduction because the refusal of one or two of 
the combination lines to sanction the action 
would be positive proof of the existence of a 
combination or trust. 


AN APPEAL FROM MR. HOLCOMB, 


He Urges the Railroads to Make Lower 
World’s Fair Rates. 

General Manager Holcomb of the Trans- 
portation Department of the World’s Fair has 
just now taken a step that he should have 
taken before the World’s Fair was opened, or 
at least during the early part of the Fair. 
The refusal of the railroads thus far 
to reduce World's Fair rates to such 
figures as are necessary to bri the masses to 
the Fair is due 3 to the failure of Mr. 
Holeomb and the World's Fair officials to im- 
press upon the railroads the necessity of low 
rates and to advertise the attractions along 
the lines of the various roads. If Mr. Hol- 
comb and his predecessor, Traffic Manager 
Jaycox, had at the beginriing labored with the 
roads as they should have done lower rates 
would no doubt have been agreed upon than 
are now in effect. Mr. Holcomb yesterday 
addressed the foliowing communication to 
Chairman Caldwell of the Western Passenger 
Association: 

With a view to increasing the attendance of 
the World's Columbian Exposition we are about 
to issue for distribution through the important 
towns in Allinois, Indiana, Wisconsin, and Michi- 
gan a one-sheet poster 2 in detail thes 
cial attractions on each day of the week, this dis- 
tribution to be undertaken by the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition. 

In the face of regular full rates being effective 
from — within 300 miles of Chicago we are 
of the belief that as a stimulus to 
travel a reduction of fares would prove 
mutually beneficial on some day or days 
of eac week, at which time special 
excursions might be run, alternating the dates 
between the different lines froni competitive 
points if an open continuous rate is not advis- 
able. The basis suggesting itself tous for such 
rate being one fare for the round trip, with a 
final limit of one day from date of sale, 
the territory to cove to comprise 
the 300 mile radius, excepting such 
points as are already provided for 
commutation or other sufficiently low rates.

JOINT COURSE IN ARCHITECTURE. 


It Will Be Provided by the Art and Ar- 
mour Institutes. 


An alliance has been formed between the 
Art Institute and Armour Fnstitute for the 
purpose of establishing in Chicago a full and 
thorough course of study in architecture. The 
Armour Institute will furnish the scientific 
and mathematical instruction and the Art In- 
stitute will look after the artistic and technical 
work. W. M. R. French is the director of the 
Art Institute work and the Rev. F. W. Gun- 
saulus will take care of the Armour Institute 
course, | 

The alliance wat settled upon at a meeting 
of Dr. Gunsaules and the Art Institute Trus- 
tees Monday and the scheme Will be in order 
for the opening, Sept. 14. The extensive and 
rare collections in the museum of the Art In- 
stitute, embracing not only pictures and 
sculptures, but also a great variety of objects 
of art embodying designs applied to manu- 
facture, such as Greek vases, metals, textiles, 
musical instruments, antiquities, furniture, 
etc., will be open to all students, relating 
especially to architecture casts formerly be- 
longing to the Chicago Exposition, and, 
far more important than these, the 
great Trocadero collection (now in 
the World’s Columbian Exposition), the 
like of which does not exist elsewhere in 
America. This collection, which illustrates 
the architecture of France—Romanesque, 
renaissance, and modern—by the, most mag- 
nificent examples will be transf¢rred to the 
Art Institute at the close of the Exposition. 

The scientific equipment of Armour Insti- 
tute is also placed at the disposal of the stu- 
dents in architecture. It includes the physic- 
al and chemical! laboratories the appara- 
tus of the departments of electricity, mining, 
and mechanical engineering,much of which has 
a direct relation in architectural study. More- 
over, the institute is provided with a fine tech- 
nical museum and a first-c gymnusum. 

The library of the Art Institute consists at 
present of 1,300 books and 19.000 photo- 
graphs, all related directly to art. It con- 
tains about 200 books and 1,000 photographs 
closely connected with the subject of archi- 
tecture. 

The library of Armour Institute, now num- 
bering over 10,000 volumes, will be de- 
veloped to meet the needs of the various de- 
partments, and will be — — ly rich in 
science, mathematics, litera „ and history. 

Said Mr. French yesterday: 

„For some years the Art Institute has 
maintained a pi oe course in architecture, 
which has resembled the short courses of the 
well-known Eastern schools and which has 
done good and substantial work. There is 
need, however, for a longer course embracing 
advanced mathematics and the study of nat- 
ural sciences and engineermg to an extent 
which could not well provided at the Art 
Institute. The Armour 8 under the 
Presidency ofthe Rev. F. W. Gunsaulus, 
has laid out courses of technical 
study of the highest order. The depart- 
ments of mechanical engineering, electricity, 
civil engineering, etc., are equal to those of 
the Institute of Technology of Boston, and 
the laboratories, shops, library, and appli- 
ances are in accord with the most approved 
and modern practice in technical schools. 
There are already 500 applicants to enter the 
various 8 upon the openmg of the 
first school year, Sept. 14. 

“The scientific and the artistic elements 
being ro strongly represented by the two in- 
stitutions a conference between Dr. Gun- 
saulus and the director of the Art Institute 
discloses that all the professional studies em- 
braced in the full courses of most ad- 
vanced architectural schools, such as the In- 
stitute of Technology or Columbia College 
were already included in one or the other of 
the two schools. 

“The subject being laid before the trustees 
a union for the pur of opening an ad- 
vanced school of architecture into which the 
present school of the Art Institute should be 
merged was determined upon.“

Evidence of Employes and Members of the 
Firm of the James H. Walker Com pany 
Before Master Bass Yesterday—All Tell 
How the Firm Saw Failure Coming and 
Tried to Avoid ltmReceiver Appointed 
for the Lakota Hotel and the House 
Kept Open for Business. 

An attempt was made yeate morni 
by Attorney Miller, on behalf wy me 
of the James H. Walker company, to have the 
examination before Master’ Bass continued 
until next week. The directors wish to leave 
Chicago to attend a meeting of creditors in 
New York. Miller’s motion was opposed by 
Attorneys Pam and Meyer and the court 
ordered the inquiry to continue for the day. 
The examination of Columbus R. Cummings, 
the principal stockholder in the James H. 
Walker company, occupied most of the day. 
Little satisfaction was obtained from him by 
the investigating attorneys, He refused to 
answer many questions, under advice of his 
attorney, and at one point Isaac Meyer 
threatened to apply to the Circuit Court to 
compel Mr. Cummings to answer, 

Mr. Cummings said he received from the 
old firm of James H. Walker & Co., of which 
he was a special partner, $660,500 for his in- 
terest in the concern. He then took 6,605 
shares of stock in the James H. Walker com- 
pany and paid for them the amount he re- 
ceived from the old company. When asked 
by what means this amount was paid Mr. 
Cummings said that he presumed it was by 


check, but as he never attended to any of the 


‘drudgery ’’ he could not say for certain. 
Mr. Cummings also said tie never loaned the 
James H. Walker company any money ex- 
cept on one oecasion. That was to secure 
credit for the concern in Paris.

Rates to Be Raised or the Character of 
Risks Improved — Necessity of Rerating 
the City of Nashytlle - Moral Hazard 
Interesting English Underwriters — Fire 
Risk from Use of Natural Gas- Sixty 
Day Settlements of Losses Agreed On = 
General Insurance Notes. 


The losses incurred by insurance companies in 
Tennessee during the year 1892 amounted to 99 
per cent of the premiums. In face of such fig- 
ures it is not surprising that higher rates are 
talked of. The Kentucky and Tennessee asso- 
ciation at its meeting in Louisville Monday 
touched on the question of increased rates, but 
took no action in the matter. A prominent local 
underwriter is quoted as follows: 
have been named as one of the underwriters 
of Nashville who will oppose an advance of 25 
per cent on the present rate. This method of an 
increase of rates is unscientific and obsolete, be- 
sides being utterly unjust to property-owners who 
are willing to improve their risks. I am not op- 
posed to a proper rating of Nashville. I regard 
Nashville as about the worst rated town in the 
South. There is no proper basis, and on
